Alike example to this, we haue of Mamillus Bubulas King 
of the Tu/cans,who hauing a ftripe inthe necke , there re- 
mained behind a peece of iron, which through the {malnes 
of ir,could be by nomeanes got out. He on atime Riding 
on hunting, his horfe hapned to ouerthrow him, that with 
the fall thereof, the lietle piece of Iron flewe outof his 
mouth, and fo was healed. 

Asthofe two, Falarusand Mamillus, being both difeafed 
men, were contrary totheir expacation healed of their 
griefest euen fo, I being weak in skill and knowledg,and 
therefore doubting my fuccefle,yet boldly publifhing this 
my Booke, may by your gentle accepting of it (cohtrarie 
to my defert)be releafed of my feare, But I feat I fhall not 
be fo happy as either of thefe were: but rather chaunge 
that fortune with Cornelins Rufus, who dreaming he hadde 
loft his eye-fighr, & that one did Jead him, in the morning 
when he awaked, found himfelfe blind indeed. Euen fo, I 
in doubtfull manner dreaming of Momus; when I left think 
ef him, fall finde me encountred of him. For what faule 
is there fo {mall, which Momus will not find. Ifthe lear- 
neder fort brought vp alwayes vnder Minerua, are fome- 
times touched ot him: much more 1, who neuer tafted of 
the Learned Lake, but rather alwaies rudely caught amég 
the Smiths of Vulcanus forge, mult needs be ftung of him, 
And yet I doubt not,but the wife wil confider my good in- 
tent to pleafe the common fort, for whofe fake only hate 
I taken this pains in publithing this book : regarding not f@ 
much the wel or il handling of the matter,as my good in- 
tent. Therfore (gentle Reader)once again I craue of thee 
the kind acceptance of my rude labours: and fo farewell.
